Proclamatjon of the ex-Emperor Napoleon.

Loxnox, Feb. 12,—The following is a pro-
clumstion addressed by the ex-Emperor Na-
poleon to the electors of Franocs: —

“Woaenusuonr, Feb, 8, 1871,—Betrayed
by fortune, ] have kept, since my captivity, a
profound silence, which is misfortune's
wourning. As long ss the armies confronted
each other I abstained from any step or word
capable of mnsinsnpu-!y dissensions, but I
ean no lopger rem silent before my coun-
try's disasters without appearing insensible to
its sullerings, L

“When Ipm made a prisoner I could not
treat for peace, because my resolutions would
ap to have been dietated by personal con.-
siderations. 1 left the Regont to decide
whether it was to the interest of the nation
to continue the struggle. Notwithstanding
unparalleled reverses, France was unsubdued,
her strongholds unreduced, few departments
invaded, and Paris in & siate of defense.

“*The extent of her misfortunes might pos-
sibly have been limited, but while attention
was directed to her enemies an insurrection
arose at Paris, The seat of the Representa-
tives was violsted, the safety of the Empress
WaS , and the Empire, whioh had
been three times acclaimed by the
was overthrown and asbandoned.
